Thus every weed 
and surplus growth must be serupu- 
joaisly kept down, as everything that 
grows Is constantly drawing moisture 
from tin* soil. If we can get the up¬ 
per luid lower moisture In tin- soli to 
meet the battle Is won. for the culti¬ 
vation is favorabh to the capillary ac¬ 
tion of the soil In drawing moisture 
from below, and cultivation will pre¬ 
vent Its evapoiatlon from tin* surface. 
If. however, there Is a dry str*-ak of 
soil a foot or more below the surface, 
vegetation will suffer accordingly.

This demonstrates the rapid effect of 
the tariff and the tobacco man’s inten¬ 
tion to reap the full benefit of it. 


Under the old N. P. tariff the tax 
on coarse clothes was much higher 
than on the fiaer and more expensive 
fabrics. Under the new tariff the 
reduction in tho coarser woolen clothes 
is very marked and will materially 
reduce the price.

note that the farmer ha t reoeirad some 

consideration. For eighteen long 
yean he has been taxed tor the benefit 

of the combinster and the monopolist 
and although as a class he has done 

more than any other to develop the 
Dominion instead of being assisted in 
his undertaking has been hampered 
and retarded by hostile legislation. 
While we do not advocate Govern¬ 
ment favoritism we do declare that 
if any class is to be favored it should 
be the farmers, who are the backbone 
of the country. The Finance Minister 
recognizing their claim has placed corn 
on the free list. Binder twine and 
fence wire have also been placed on the 
free list and the duty on Iron has been 
greatly reduced which will materially 
help the farmer, by reducing the price 
of farm implements. The redaction 
of $3 per ton on steel and $1.60 per 
ton on pig Iron means more to the 
-farmers than appears at first glance. 
Iron and steel are the principle articles 
entering into the composition of 
binders, mowers and ploughs, three 
prime essentials to the farmer. A 
binder when finished weighs about 
1500 lbs and of this 1,400 lbs is steel 
and iron. A mower will weigh about 
G50 lbs and of this G00 lbs is steel and 
iron and about 100 lbs. of stall and 
iron enters Into tbe manufacture of a 
plough, so that it can easily be per¬ 
ceived that the reduction, while not 
injuring the manufacturer, will greatly 
benefit the farmer. 

One of tbe Important and popular 
features of the new tariff is the pre¬ 
ferential trade schedule which admits 
British goods into Canada at a lower 
duty than any other nation. The 
loyalty of the Liberals takes a 
practical form, that of the Tory 
variety exhausted itself in words. 
In the Liberal platform adopted at 
Ottawa in 1893 it was resolved that 
the tariff should be so arranged as to 
promoto free trade with the whole 
world, more particularly with Great 
Britain and the United States. This 
has not been lost sight of in framing 
the new tariff. While a general tariff 
will bo levied upon goods from countries 
giving no trade advantages to Canada, 
a special tariff will bo adopted for 
countries that permit imports of 
Canadian goods free of duty or at 
minimum tariff rates. In any revenue 
tariff there must be incidental protec¬ 
tion but under the new tariff if it is 
fount hat a combination or agree 
ment of any kind exists among manu¬ 
facturers or dealers to enhance the 
price of any article and that the 
combine is facilitated by the tariff on 
similar articles imported, tbe Governor 
in council shall place such articles on 
the free list or so reduce the duties as 
to give consumers the benefit of com¬ 
petition. 

The falling off in the revenue caused 
by the reduction in the tariff is to be 
met by an increased duty on whiskey 
and tobacco. The duty on spirits is 
increased from $2 25 to $2.40 per 
gallon. In Britain the new tariff has 
been received with great acclaim and 
in consequence of the preference grant¬ 
ed to the Mother Country a warmer 
feeling exists for Canada to-day in 
the hearts of our brethren across the 
sea. Premier Laurier will receive 
nothing short of an ovation when he 
isits Loudon to attend the Queen’s 
Jubilee.

Tub bye-elections on Tuesday all 
went Liberal. In Winnipeg Jameson 
was elected by a majority of over 
1,200; Dr. Rutherford was elected in 
Macdonald by a good Majority. In 
West Prince, P. E. I. Perry, Libera!, 
was elected over Hackett. the unseat¬ 
ed Conservative, by a small majority. 
Things are indeed coming our way. 

Under the old N. P. tariff it was 
difficult to discover “where you were 
at.” The man who wanted a screw 
nail over two Inches long paid three 
cents per lb duty, while if he wished 
a screw nail less than an inch long he 
paid X cents per lb. The tools of the 
farmer and workmen were taxed 
per cent while ordinary cutlery was 
taxed at but 2’> per cent- The Liberal 
Government had a herculean task to 
reduce order out of the chaos of the 
N. P. shedule, notoriously framed for 
the benefit of friends of the late Gov¬ 
ernment. The result of the revision 
will bo to reduce the rate all around to 
something less than 20 per cent and to 
abolish the pernicious specific duties. 


TUB NEW TARIFF. 

Viewing it dispassionately and 
tlic light oC existing conditions the 
New Tariff submitted to the House on 
the 22nd in*t, cannot holp but prove 
gratifying to tho people of Canada 
While it is not as sweeping as some 
would wish, or as some expected, it is 
a step in the right direction and 
keeping with the Liberal platform as 
laid down in the groat National 
Liberal Convention held at Ottawa in 
June, 189J. At that convention it. 
was resolved that the customs tariff 
of the Dominion should bo based, not 
upon tho protective principle, but 
upon tlte requirements of the public 
service. In the New Tariff, wherever 
practicable the protective features have 
been eliminated aud the tariff made to 
bear as lightly as* possible upon the 
necessaries of life. The abolition of 
specific duties, which were a source 
of annoyance to business men, and 
discriminated in favor of the rich as 
against the j>oorer classes, will come 
iu the nature of u boon and cannot 
help but prove popular and beneficial. 
The Free Breakfast Table, which was 
held up by Tory journals as one of tl.s 
peculiar blessings incidental to the 
National Policy, has beenVetained and 
large additions made to the free list. 
The duty on sugar that goes on to the 
breakfast table has been reduced from 
#1.11 to $1 per 100 lbs. The people 
also receive the benefit of reductions 
on breadstuffs, llour, wheat and corn- 
mcal, and coal oil has been reduced 
from (i cents to u cents per gallon and 
not the least of this reduction is the 
removal or the burdensome restrictions 
respecting, the sale 6fJ coal oil which 
unduly enhanced tho retail price of 
it.

Wanted—An Idea 


A system of public work that has 
much to commend it lw timt at “C v 
operative Contract," in vogue in New 
Zealand. Under that system a public 
work is divided into small sections by 
the engineer In charge, and an* esti¬ 
mate is made of its cost. Each section 
is then let out to a group of workmen, 
who do the work under a foreman of 
their own choosing, but who receives 
no more than his fellows. They obtain 
the full profit which would otherwise 
go to professional contractors, and 
they share the payment equally. 

Each worker Is interested in seeing 
that his companions do theLr full 
amount of work, and the fooner the 
Job Is performed the greater the re¬ 
turn for a day’s work. If any tools 
are needed which the men do not own, 
the Government supplies them at 11 
moderate rental. The adoption of this 
system should provide a method where¬ 
by direct employment by the Govern¬ 
ment would be consistent with a full 
return for the money expended, giving 
to the community an advantage In the 
economical execution of putdic enter¬ 
prises equal to that enjoyed by private 
employers.—Review of Reviews*.

Heed Propagation. 

The necessary requisites for success 
ful plant raising from seed are, first oC 
all. to buy fresh seed from a reliable 
dealer—then to sow the seeds properly, 
and to care for them properly until 
they germinate—to transplant at the 
right stage of growth, and to take the 
right care of them until they the ready 
to be set where they are expected to 
grow and flower. From Ignorance of 
these general principles much good 
seed doubtlessly goes to waste every 
year. True, seeds fall sometimes, be* 
cause they are so old they have lost 
their vitality, or possibly they haV2 
never been perfectly developed, but the 
practical reason of failure is In the 
individual not comprehending the 
needs of the seed before he starts out 
to deal with It. 

In every perfect seed will be found 
an embryo, or germ, that upon examin¬ 
ation will show to be a„rudimentary 
plantlet. with a perfectly formed stem, 
leaves and bud. Now, before this min¬ 
ute plant is forced ipto development, 
certain conditions have to be fulfilled, 
such as the giving of moisture, air and 
water in proper amounts. First of all 
the seed has to absorb enough water to 
completely saturate and soften it, so 
it can swell This Is why we some¬ 
times soak certain seeds before plant¬ 
ing, which expedites this first step to¬ 
ward germination—especially when the 
seeds are largo with thick and fftrong 
outer coats. With this softening and 
swelling keep In a temperature of from 
fifty to ninety degrees, with a free cir 
culatlon of air, and It will not be long 
before the tiny,embryo will burst Its 
bounds and become visible on the usr- 
face. Seeds will germinate in pure 
water, or between dampened brown pa¬ 
per or cotton, but for growth there 
must bo soil.—Eugenia Pruden, in 
Home Magazine.

CHRISTIANITY OWES MUCH TO 1 
HIS ZEAL AND ENDURANCE. 


His Life During the Early Days of Meth¬ 
odism in Canada Was Often One 
of Great Hardship—The Story of 
One Now Enjoying a Ripe Old Age 

From tltc* siincoe Reformer. 

Iu the early days of Methodism in 
Canada the gospel was spread abroad 
in the land by the activo exertions of 
the circuit rider. It required a man of 
no ordinary health and strength ; an 
iron constitution and unflagging de¬ 
termination to fulfil thoarduous duties 
incumbent on one who undertook to 
preach salvation to 1m fellowmen. 
It was no easy task that these men set 
themselves to, but they wi qre st rong in 
the faith and hope of ultimate reward.

Lieut. Kupp of the Eighty-eighth 
Pennsylvania Volunteers was captur¬ 
ed, with many of his regiment, at Get¬ 
tysburg. He was known as a Pennsyl¬ 
vania Dutchman and he came from 
Berks county, in that stale, where Ger¬ 
man colonls-ts settled-nearly two cen¬ 
turies ago and where their descend¬ 
ants cling to the old customs and the 
mother tongue even unto this day. 

A« it was summer at the time of Get¬ 
tysburg, the men captured in that lit¬ 
tle were In light attire, and the long 
march down to Richmond and the 
wear and tear on their thin Iblouses re¬ 
duced them to rags, and this Pennsyl¬ 
vania lieutenant seemed to be 'the most 
ragged of all. 

Kupp was considerably over six 
feet in height, lank, long limbed and 
inclined to be round shouldered. He 
was about 24 years old, and the grey 
eyes, dark hair and fuzz-covered face 
give him the appearance of a North 
Carolina mountaineer. His comrades 
Jokingly called him "the tar heel,” but 
he took it good naturedly. The re¬ 
semblance was much In his favor 
when he made up his mind to leave 
Libby, and, to use his own language, 
' make a bee line for God’s land," as 
the prisoners called the north. 

Just l*?fore Christmas the Confeder¬ 
ate authorities, who had refused to re¬ 
ceive supplies for the prisoners from 
the I'nlted States Government, per¬ 
mitted friends In the North to send 
down a little food and clothing under 
flag of truce. Uniforms were contra¬ 
band, so that all the clothes that came 
through were of the citizen style and 
material. 

Lieut. Kupp received a huge box, full 
of hams, sausages, preserves, cheese 
and other good things from the old 
farm, but neither the memory of past 
hanger nor fear of the future prevent 
ed his inviting the men who had no 
boxes to help themselves. Of all the 
things in the big box, the one that 
most delighted Kupp’s soul was a suit 
of butternut olothes, evidently of home

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the “upper Potomac room.” a hurvk of 
bread In one hand and a chunk of ham 
in the other, while bis laughing com¬ 
panions demanded to know when he 
left “North Callny.” 

“Hit don’t mattah we’en I left.” re 
si-onded Kupp, with an inimitable 
mountaineer drawl; “the thing thai's a

As old soldiers will remember, the 
uniforms of the Confederates were 
anything but uniform at about this 
time. The citizen clothing put aside 
at the beginning of the war was sent 
to the front from home, though a giay 
hat, gray t robe era. or a gray coat had 
been retained whenever possible.

When Kupp came Into the upper 
Chlckamauga room,the guard was form 
ing to go. Seizing the hand of Capt. 
Maas of his own regiment, who stood 
rear by. the lieutenant whispered: 

“Good-by, Ed; I’m going to make a 
break for .pod's land,” 

As this was the first intimation Capt. 
Maas had had of his friend's purpose, 
he was too much astonished to make 
a reply. The next instant Kupp had 
caught step and fallen in behind the 
guard. 

He kept safely to the rear until the 
sergeant of the guard had reported to 
the officer In charge. When the grat'd 
had passed the sentinel at the door, 
Kupp walked over and saluted Turner, 
who by this time was seated at his 
desk inside of a railing. Hearing the 
shuffling of feet on the floor, Turner 
looked up and demanded: 

“Who the devil are you?” 

“I’m from North Caliny,” responded 
Kupp. 

“How did you get In here?” 

“Follered the gad, an’ I’ve been a- 
waltin’ to talk wid yo\ Ain’t yo’ 
Mist ah Turnah?" 

“That’s my name. Now, what do 
you want?” asked Turner, as he arose 
angrily from tbs desk.

Kupp saluted the guard, who ex¬ 
changed wink* with him a« he passed 
out to freedom. 

Once beyond the guard* a man of 
ordinary nerve would have started off 
with all speed, nor halted until Libby 
was far behind and even the steeples 
of Blcbaoil out of tight; but Kupp 
was not an ordinary man. Standing 
before the entrance to the prison, the 
lieutenant shouted in to Turner: 

“Hay. mistah, hev ye any objection 
to a feller's standin' acrost the street 
an’ kinder peekin’ up at the buildln'?"

INDUSTRIAL WOMEN. 


THE JAPANESE FIELD WIDENS FOR 
iTHEM AS PRODUCERS. 


Probably One Half of the Manufactured 
Products of the Flowery Kingdom 
Come From the Hands of Women- 
More and More In Demand Each Year 

(Special Correspondence.) 

Tokyo, Japan, (Specla'.)—It is Impos¬ 
sibly to fully estimate the .‘hare which 
•he women of Japan have In the Indue 
trial pursuits of the country, but there 
Is no doubt that an enormous amount 
of the products, probably more than 
half, comes from their hands. Through¬ 
out the whole country the greater part 
of which is engaged In the many vari¬ 
ed Industrie* which characterize Ja¬ 
pan, there are few manufactories; thOr; 
are only in one or two of the large 
cities, and are of recent date. Most 
of the Industrial production la there¬ 
fore carried on In humble homes, when: 
a master workman, assisted by the ap 
prentices and his family, carries on the 
work, the home and the workshop hav¬ 
ing been the same for many genera 
tlons. The father trained his sons In 
the Industry to which he had b rt en 
bom and reared, and when he died 
he left them to carry on the work 
and make thel<r living by It. 

Although the Industries of Japan ar 
by no means fully developed. They 
have l>een carried on for nearly 2000 



d* rearing of the delicate worm* and 

later In the season In the spinning and 
weaving of the silk. The work la 
mostly done with coarse, rough ma¬ 
chines, and yet delicate fabric* and 
artlatic pattern# are sent from soch 
homes to the cities. Tha average earn¬ 
ings of women engaged In the work ora 
from 20 * to 60 cents a day. This in 
Japan la good wages. 

In connection with the allk culture 
it is Interesting Co note that the 1 wis¬ 
ing of silk worms Is a favorite occupar 
tlon lnanany wealthier families, where 
the ladles spend much time In tending 
the worms as an amusement. 

Women in the Interior are often seen 
doing the hard work of the men, there 
being little difference made between 
them. In some places they do the 
work of the ordinary laborer, tuoh as 
pulling or pushing carts, carrying 
heavy burdens, cutting timber and 
mending roads. In the mining dis¬ 
tricts women are found among the 
hard-working miners. The women of 
the interior serve as carriers over tho 
hard mountain roads, and nearly every 
pack home in the mountainous dis¬ 
trict* has a little woman for its leader, 
who goes with It miles and miles over 
the rough peas e s and narrow paths, 
stopping only now and then at resting 
places for a cup of tea and luncho m of 
to change the straw shoes of both 
horse and leader—-for horses as well a« 
men wear shoes of woven straw. Ont 
often wonders at throe women, where 
they come from and where they go. 
pitying them for the beggarly pittance 
which they pet In return for the use 
of a horse and Its owner for the whole 
day. 

In the fishing districts much Is dene 
by the fishermen’s wives. The pre¬ 
paration of the seaweed, which Is used 
for food In great quantities, the mak¬ 
ing of salt and the drying and prepara¬ 
tion of the fish is mostly done by them, 
as well as the making and mending of 
fishing neits. Extraordinary atorles 
are told of places along tho • oast, 
where there are famous women diver?, 
whose skill Is beyond that of many 
0 1 the men. These women, called am a, 
go out among dangerous rocks and 
rough waves and battle with the ocean, 
diving down Into deep places to obtain 
a certain kind of seaweed which Is 
considered to be a great delicacy. They 
work hard to obtain this precious sea¬ 
weed, often enduring great danger, und 
receiving many bruises and cuts. In 
this way they obtain exceedingly high 
wages, sometimes as much as $1 or 65 
a day when the time .is favorable. 

On the whole the lives of the women 
of the laboring compare favor¬ 

ably with those In other countries, and 
as regards their position in the home, 
and their relation to their husband*, 
they are better off than are their ap¬ 
parently more fortunate sisters In the 
higher ranks of life. As to the large 
amount of work done by them. Its use¬ 
fulness and Its great results, there can 
be no doubt to anyone who has studi¬ 
ed the question or who has traveled 
about In the various districts of Ja¬ 
pan. A.

Many Llvo* Shortened by the I’lenaures 
of the Table. 

In spite of the warnings and com¬ 
mands of family physicians. In spue 
of the many examples of shortened 
lives and lives of suffering, men w.»l 
yield to the seductiveness vi the plea¬ 
sures of the table The spec-tacla of the 
man who overeats, or who delil>erat<.‘ly 
eats Improper food. Is common enough, 
but rarely do we see as plain evidence 
of the admiration for the glutton which 
certain people possess as that whtch 
the dally papeers lately afforded. A 
well-known bonlface died at an ago 
when he ought to have been enjoying 
robust and vigorous health. Both* 
slight mention was made of his bur¬ 
ners ventures, of his dally life, of hi* 
reason for living. But all this part of 
his existence was Immaterial and unin¬ 
teresting. The great and praleewortny 
features of his life seem to have beecn 
gastronomic feats and a general abWuy 
to eat and drink enormously. He 
lauded as the prince of bon vlvanu, 
the man who could eat a huge dinner 
and shortly thereafter swallow a brace 
of broiled lobaters and a couple or 
Welah rareblta, washed down with co* 
pious libations of vintages or distill¬ 
ates or fermentages. During his leM 
lMness, when his physicians enjoined 
rest In bed and a scrupulously careful 
diet, we read that he was game enough 
to dress and go out on. ths hotel poroh 
to ait, winding up his imprudence (atiJ 
incidentally his life) with a heariy 
meal, In defiance of the medical direc¬ 
tions. This last pleece of bravado was 
apparently considered by certain news¬ 
paper reporters as an achievement fit 
to rank with a victory on a battlefield, 
and the glutton was admiringly men¬ 
tioned as though he were a brilliant 
and fearless hero, risking his life In a 
worthy cause. He was allowed morf 
apace than the Cuban patriots. He wras 
eclipsed only by the Chinese viceroy 
In Importance as a timely topic. 

The newspapers were not creating a 
sentiment, but merely catering to one 
already formed In thus aiding glut¬ 
tony.

In these home workshops women as 
slst to a more or less degree In almost 
every branch of industry and some of 
the productions are entirely from the 
hands of women. Silk, one of the 
chief exports. Is the result of women's 
work, and sIlk culture, as well as spin¬ 
ning and weaving, is done In the home. 
[In passing through the silk districts 
'one will find every home occupied with 
the culture of the silk worm, and each 
room filled with long trays containing 
the young worm or the cocoons, or else 
with weaving or spinning Implements 
and women busy at work In every pro¬ 
cess of the industry. Tea. one of the 
greatest exports, Is often p’cke.l and 
dried by women, while on the farms or 
in the rice field, the farmers' wives ar ■ 
neen at all seasons by the side of their 
husbands sowing the seed, transplant¬ 
ing. weeding, and sharing in the hard 
work as well as In the lighter toll 
wmoh gives them their scanty living. 
The women wear* dark blue-cotton 
drosses which resemble the drers.-s <>f 
the men so much that It is sometimes 
difficult to distinguish the sex at the 
firat glance. Over their head i« placed 
a cotton towel folded gracefully to pro¬ 
tect them from the sun and wind 
Bpmetlmes a baby Is tied to a woman’s 
back, while the mother goes about to 
do her work. * - 

Tassing through Ihe many villages In 
agricultural Japan, one finds many 
small, cheerless and apparently com¬ 
fortless homes. Yet the small pfttano? 
earned, often by husband and wife 
working side by side. Is enough to keep 
l>ody and soul together, ar.d even to 
afford such pleasures as to make them 
Hgbt-hearted and happy. The Japan* 
ese as a nation are contented and 
happy, and though the lower classes 
are often Improvident they manage In 
spite of their hardships to g.:t along 
contentedly. Many of the art‘sans, 
low tradesmen and coolies, hard-work¬ 
ed as they are, easily throw aside th *lr 
work and take a day of rest and plea- 
sun*. without a thought or a care what 
the future may bring- and lightly 
spend the hardly earned pittance for 
some amusement—an excursion nuler 
the flowering trees or a day at the 
theadre. 

Bare and meagre as an* many of the 
homes, they are generally Peat and 
clean and show the pains twhlch the 
wife has taken. Th^r* arb jfien a 
few feet of ground for a miniature 
garden, with Its trees and pots of 
flowers, and some refinement and gen¬ 
tleness Is found in their lives. There 
arc presents exchanged, greetings and 
formal salutations passed betwoen 
these humble home*, where poverty 
does not seem to have hardened the 
heart or taken away gentle ways. 
Thus, in spite of hard taxes, low- pro¬ 
fits and heavy toll, the farmers of Ja¬ 
pan are a contented and hard-working 
dan. 

The fact that the women share to a 
greater or less degree In the work of

the men and help in the supjwrt ->f the 
household may account for the fact 
that working women are much mart- 
on terms of equality with men than 
are women in the higher classes, wher.* 
they are entirely dependent on the n.en 
and stay In the house at all time . The 
laboring woman has almost equal pow¬ 
er and authority In tne home. SM 
knows everything that goes on, hclpj 
in the business, buys. Mils, and some¬ 
times drives hard bargains. In many 
where the woman has the 
shrew der head the husband leave# much 
in her hands, and there are many 
shops where the women do the greater 
part of the business. 

In many cases, as in the culture of 
silk, thousands of women not only sup¬ 
port themselves and help to take care 
of their families, but are sometimes 
the sole bread-winners, while ttie hus¬ 
bands take their pleasure and ease. 
The patient toll of the women, the 
deft fingers and careful handi ng can¬ 
not be imitated by the men ; and the 
women of the silk districts must take 
the greater share of the work, first In

In civilization that the nine hundredth 
anniversary, which Is shortly to occur, 
will be appropriately celebrated at 
Venice, where the innovation was 
made. 

It is true that the word fork occurs 
once In the Bible. This is In the 
Pentateuch, where mention Is made "f 
the "flesh forks." But antiquarians 
are agreed that these are not forks In 
the modern sense of the word. 

Antiquarians have an intimate know¬ 
ledge of the way* in which the Greeks 
and Romans lived. They know that 
they reclined on lounges when they 
ate. resting their heads on one hanl 
and eating with the other. They know 
that they were accustomed to get very 
drunk at their Mg feasts, and they 
know- the delicacies which they at--. 
But no mention Is made of their eating 
with fork*. The food was brought t<> 
the diners by servants, and was al¬ 
ready prepared, being sliced ready for 
eating. Lucullus, or any other epi¬ 
cure who was dining, would then use 
the same forks a.-» were used by Adam 
—namely, the fingers. Mention of the 
fork appears In Virgil, Livy and other 
writers of the day. but the Latin worl 
furca meant anything with two prongs, 
and the nearest approach to the fork 
was the same utensil as that used 1 
the ancient Jews In temoving their 
cooked morsels from the pot. 

The explorations of Herculaneum an 1 
Pompeii, which towns were destroyed 
In the first century, added much to 
the Information of moderns as to the 
customs of the ancients. Only two 
instruments resembling table forks 
were found in Herculaneum. None 
were found at Pompc4l. 

It was in Venice In the year OUT that 
forks ore said to have first made their 
appearance ns aids to the eating of 
food. The merit of their adoption be¬ 
longs to the Doge Orsoln. who at the 
wedding of his son produced a silver 
fork and a gold spoon. It excited great 
comment at the time and added much 
to the already great reputation of the 
doge as a gourmand of great extrava¬ 
gance. 

Three hundred years later the fork 
reached France, like other gastronomic 
Ideas of the Italians. Then Orsola's In¬ 
novation reached England, and In 
course of time they were more used, 
but for a long tin) • all users of forks 
were ridiculed In England as practicing 
an effeminate piece of dalntinefs. A 
clergyman spoke against the use of 
forks "as being an Insult to Providence 
not to touch one'* meat with one’s

Common salt ground t<» a fine powder 
will remove* tin- stain of hard-boiled 
eggs from silver spoons quicker than 
anything else. Coarse salt, however, 
win scratch them. A little salt will 
remove the stain of tea from cups or 
of vinegar from tablo linen. 

Salt and water will clean willow or 
rattan furniture and wll keep matting 
from turning yellow, as It will If wiped 
off with clear water. After sweeping 
a carpet which Is somewhat faded, 
scatter coarse, dump table salt over It, 
and brush It vigorously. A fresh sup¬ 
ply of dust may bo extracted from the* 
carpet In this way and the faded eolora 
will be perceptibly brightened. A hand¬ 
ful of salt aided to u tubful of water, 
In which colored cambric- and other 
cottons are soaked before they are 
washed, will prevent tho colors run¬ 
ning. Rinse the goods In salted water 
and dry them as rapidly as possible. 
Do not use too much salt, however, n« 
it hardens the water and prevents tho 
dirt coming out as well as the color.— 
New York Tribune.

The Progress of the War. 

Yesterday’s dispatches from the seat of 
war in southern Europe are not reassuring. 

1 The sudden outburst of popular indigna¬ 
tion which threatened on Tuesday to over- 
' whelm King George, of Greece, and exile 
1 the reigning honse has to some extent 
' calmed down, though the Ministerial crisis 
is by no means averted, and the Opposition 
1 in the Legislative Assembly, headed by 
ex-Mmister Ralli, is making a strong bid 
for power. Should the government be 
overthrown the opinion prevails that the 
throne itrelf will be seriously jeopardized. 
The situation will not be improved by the 
last despatches to band before going to 
press, which reports a terrific battle at 
Epirus, in wtich the Greeks at first had a 
decided advantage, but were finally out- 
. numbered and suffered severe defeat. An 
important announcement is that from 
f Paris to the effeot that England, France, 
Russia and Italy are in active negotiations 
looking towards attempted meditation, and 
that German and Austria are in accord 
with the n. ovement. Several of the powers 
in the meantime are taking steps to pro¬ 
tect their people who are resident in Athens 
and other points of danger 


Wanted to go to Watertown. 

On Saturday evening last a jonng girl 
who gave the name of Jessie Woodcock, of 
Woodstock, made her appearance at the 
Anglo-American hotel, and asked to be 
allowed to remain over Sunday. She was 
questioned by the proprietor, Mr. Reid, to 
whom she said that her home is at, or near 
Napanee. Her mother is dead and her 
father has married a second wife, who, ac¬ 
cording to the girl’s story has not treated 
her kindly, and she ran away some days 
ago. She desired to make her way to 
Watertown, N. Y., bat had not a cent of 
money to pa^r her fare. She was under 
the impression that she could persuade 
the Captain of the Cape Vincent, Kingston 
steamer to carry her across free. She 
was anxious, she said, to find work, and 
with that object in view was very desirous 
of reaching Watertown without any 
delay. Tbe proprietor of the Anglo Ameri¬ 
can took the girl to the police station, 
where she told her story and where she 
spent tbe night. Yesterday morning she 
was sent to tbe infant's home, pending 
tbe making of enquiries.—Kingston Whig.

Canadian life and to whom we of the 
younger generation owe a deep debt of 
gratitude. On reaching the age of maturity 
Gabriel Balfour settled in the village of 
Bath and embarked in the carriage business 
with Thomas and Henry Armstrong. The 
firm of Armstrong and Balfour won a wide 
repntatiop for tbe high character of the 
work turned out by them and many of 
their rigs are to be seen in the good old 
county of Lennox and Addington. Of a 
genial and kindly temperament Gabriel 
Balfour had a host of friends and he was 
respected and esteemed by all for bis 
sterling honesty, industry and probity of 
character. During the forty years he was 
engaged in business at Bath he won the 
respect of all for his straight-forward 
dealing. The firm of Armstrong & Balfour 
carried on in addition to their carriage 
works a gene tl store and were looked upon 
as the foremost business men of the place. 
About 10 years ago Mr. Balfour retired 
from the firm and lived quietly at his 
residence in Bath till the messenger of 
death called him to his reward on Saturday 
last. Mr. Balfour's death came in the 
nature of a surprise a3 on Saturayd 
morning he -appeared to be in his usual 
health. Gabriel Balfour was born near 
Belfast, Ireland, on June 12th, 1812. He 
was twice married, his first wife being. 
Ann Armstrong, sister of the late Thomas 
and Henry Armstrong, and by her 
had five children, John Balfour, of the 
Finance Department, Ottawa, Thoa. and 
William deceased, and Elizabeth, wife of 
Mr. C. V. Priest, of Evart, Osceola Cty., 
Michigan, and Harriett, wife of Mr. J. II. 
Madden, of Napanee, who prapeeded her 
father to the grave in April, J893. His 
second wife, Ellen Richards, aiater of Mrs. 
Robt. Boyes, Napanoe, survives him. De¬ 
ceased was in his both year and led a 
blameless and useful life. He was a con¬ 
sistent member of the Methodist church 
and a staunch reformer. The funeral on 
Tuesday was conducted by the Revs* 
Tuoker and Shorey and was one of the 
largest ever held at Bath, testifying to the 
esteem and respect in which the deceased 
was held by all. 

A Lamentable Death. 

Herbert C. Parks, only son of Irvine 
Parks, Esquire, treasurer of tbe ooanty of 
Lennox and Addington, died at Acton, 
California, on the 27th day of April, 1897. 
Mr. Parks was born in the township cf 
North Fredericksburgh, and was at the 
time of his decease about thirty-six years 
of age. He studied lew in the office of 
Messrs. Deroche & Madden, at Napanee. 
He married a daughter of W. 8. Williams, 
now of California, but who practiced law 
in Napanee for many years, and occupied 
a prominent position as a leading man in 
this province. Mr. Parks’ health being 
poor he left Canada for California in the 
expectation that his health would be im¬ 
proved. After becoming a resident of the 
State of California he was admitted to the 
bar of that state and practiced law there 
for several years. Mr. Parks was a young 
man of great ability, and a genial character 
and was respected and esteemed by all who 
knew him. He was of a peculiarly kind 
and gentle disposition and made friends 
wherever he went. He was a strong Liber¬ 
al and while in Canada took an active part 
in support of the Liberal party. His in- 
lluence was strongly felt at any election 
and especially in the township of North 
Fredericksburgh where he was known and 
highly esteemed. Notwithstanding the 
faot that he left this country and became a 
resident of California he yet retained all 
his old affeotion and enthnsi&sm for the 
Liberal party in Canada and remained a 
Canadian iu heart and soul, and when the 
great Liberal victory was won on the 23rd 
of Jane last and the Hon. Wilfred Laurier 
became Premier of the Dominion he wrote 
a letter to his father rejoicing in the victory 
won by the Liberal party and stating that 
notwithstanding his surroundings in the 
great Republic he still remained a true 
loyal British subject. The deceased lost a 
child only a very short time before his own 
death. He leaves a widow and one ohild 
surviving him. His death is very keenly 
felt by all his friends here. He lived a 
consistent life and died, we believe, a 
Christian death.
